of thirty years invention ; The head of Aſemmnon which ſpake , 
and ſung by the Sun-beames ſhining upon it, was the admiration 
of the age 3 bur theſe heads ſpake by Arts, and Arrifices ; but here 
is an Head, which ſpake wi any help, and contrivance ; it 
was Abel's head, and it ſpake Ly the virtue of Abe's graces ; 
wicked mien ſpeak but till death , a righteous man doth ſpeak af- 
ter death 3 ſo that a holy man is never tongue-tyed , no laſt gaſp 
can make him ſpeechlefle , no grave-ftone can filence a Saint, 
Now then the Deaths-hcad being a ſpeaking head, the abaſhment, 
and conſternation is much mitigated ; for there is honour and 
ſplendor mixed with the horrour, and fray of ſuch an head ;
